CAPITALISM THE CCBSE OP WOMAXHOOd’ AXD 
' CHILDHOOD. 

When the world was young, one cbnld always, tell .which 
woman was regarded as the most beautiful of her sex in the 
community in which (*o lived, from the fact that the most 
beautiful woman always bore Bie most scars. In those days, 
inen went courting with cluba and stones. Women were hunted 
in much the same manner that wild game ii now hunted and 
whenever a man saw a woman whose appeara^ pleased him, 
he resolved to capture her. The woman invariably ran, and it 
tous became neoeieaxy for her ndmiret to drop her with a club 
or a stone. The most beaptifu] women wen chased the most 
frequently and therefore had the most scars. 

And, parenthetically, let it be said that the men of this 
dsy had little higher regard for children than th^ had for 
women. It was the custom to kill roost children until it occurred 
to some oli wiseacre that it might be well to let the nule babies 
live in order that they might grow op to beoome warriors and 
fi^t for their tribca. Then the discovery was made that if alt 
of the girl bdiies were killed there would eoon come a time when 
there would be no more women to become the mothers of war- 
rioia. And out of this murderoos instinct of roan—this d.'wire 
to .«e in war—came the caslom that finally permitted ciill- 
dim^ live—the boys that they might-fight for their tiilcs, 
the girls that ^ey ndght become the mothers of fighters. 

It 'was a.long time ago that the rights of 'women and coil- 
dren were so .lightly regarded and ever since then the best cien 
end tho best women have labored unceasingly to improve the 
conditions thst surrounded these moet nearly hdplees portions 
of humanity. In this direction, much has been acoomplisbed, 
but the ijoal for which such men and women strive—^jus'iiCe 
for women and childim—is still far awayi Woman is still • 
dririlge and a burden-bearer as she was thousands of years ago, 
t^ only diiferenoe being that inslead of bcingthednidge of any 
one man, she is now the drudge of capitalism. She is the slave 
of her environment and her necessitiM. And her children? 
They are bom to slavery—the same economic slavery that holds 
their parents. Jn the rural district!, the children have a few 
yean of natural, cUd-like happiness. The open fields, the 
running brooks, the pore air and the snnny skies are theirs to 
enjoy. But juri as 'uey are beginning to believe that they have 
been bom into a world of utter happiness, there passes over the 
averegO'Child, like a cloud over a bright landscape, a new realisa¬ 
tion—a realisation of poverty; a realization that his parents 
need his help in order that the famiW may continue to live 
.together. And thereafter, the life of that child bccomie a 
gtind^ battle 'with poverty, a continuous and laborious at¬ 
tempt to sweep back the waves of tho ocean of want that never 
cease to threaten to overwhelm it < 

The lot of the child in the city is even more miserable. 
Tho child in theXiountry has what nature intended every child 
should iave—pure air and ample playgrounds. The child in 
the city—the rverage child, the wage earner’s child—has im¬ 
pure air and no playgrounds. The smoke of the factory and 
tho death-deaUng fumes of the alley arc mixed with the air that 
the cHy child breathes. And his playgrounds ? Why .his play¬ 
grounds arc the streets and the vacant lots. He plays ball on the 
street car tracks and if a street car happen to kill him, the 
coroner’s jury, which all well-regulated street railway com¬ 
panies make it a point to control, returns a verdict exonerating 
the company. Sometimes the streets are even too crowded for 
the children to use them as pleygrounds and then the children 
who live in flat-topped buildings |fiay on the roofs. The roots 
are the only pla.vgrounds that thousands of children in the great 
cities ever' knoiv. In May, 1904, the Xew York newspapers 
made much of the fart- that a little girl who was supposed to 
have b<^ kidnapped had fallen down the chimney of the tene¬ 
ment house in which lie.r mother lived and been Stnothered. 
She had been playing on tho roof, and presumably in chasing 
her kitten, had fitiimbled to her death.

Roosevelt—Rooecvelt, the special 
friend of John Mitchell, the United Mine Workers’ president It i* 
hard to believe, yet here rt is before us in black and white. The article 
-ia well worth reading, too, and so we give it entire, as follows: 

“Ex-l’rcsidcrit Cleveland delivered a lecture on the Chicago riots 
Tuesday, nigjit and defended his action in sending the United States 
troop* there. He said the United States supreme court sustained his 
net and established it as a precedent. But somehow or other these 
“preecdents” arc* precedents only when the workingmen are alleged to 
lie the aggressors. 'There is not a single thing alleged to have been done 
at Chicago that has not been repeat^ many'times in Colorado by the 
state authorities, with the single, exception of interfering with the trains. 
No striker in Chicago threatened the courts and boasted that a mas¬ 
sacre would follow the court’s interference. These things were reserved 
for the authorities in Colorado. Yet no United States troops are sent 
to establish an orderly administration of law and to help the courts 
carry out their mandates. Law does not srem to be a law and does not 
protect except where a corporation is in danger. Cleveland claims that 
fie was “repeatedly informed” of the acts of the Chicago strikers, and 
without the consent and against the protest of the state authorities. 
President Roosevelt has received a multitude of petitions informing 
Him of the treason and anarchy in Colorado, but they are referred to the 
bureau of commerce, 'll at department has no executive functions. 
11 can not issue a proclamation, nor order the troops to enforce the 
decrees of the courta in their efforts to protect life and property. So 
there you are.” 

The editorial, as we have said, rings well; in fact it is a good center 
shot. It is, Rowever, easy to criticise, and yet almost idle to do so where 
you have no actual remedy to offer for all this capitalistic perfidy to 
labor, or dare not show its inevitableness so long ft we lire under a sys¬ 
tem developed fpr the capitalists. Still, the Journal means well, and 
would probably do better if it were not under the shadow of the capi- 
talisticdly-annexed Mitchell. 

The .Tournal scores Roosevelt for his treachery to labor, or rather, 
his faithfulness to the interests of his class, and it is this part of the 
item that we wish to direct attention. ‘ 

Let us see, now. Mitchell, in his speech in Denver recently, boasted 
that he and Roosevelt were the best of friends. 

Now, what business has the United Mine Workers’ Journal to de¬ 
nounce the pre.sidcnt, when Mitchell, t^c Journal’s superior officer, en¬ 
dorses and vouches for him as labor’s staunch friend? Does tho Jour¬ 
nal mean this as a covert attack on Mitchell, and does it regard the two 
presidents, Roosevelt (of plutocratic America), and Mitchell (of the 
plundnsii^’^inc Workers), as birds of a-feather? 

In anv event, when the United Jline WorKbra’ Journal dononnees 
Roosevelt ft hits Mitchell squarely between the eyes. Surely the Journal 
ought to either apologize to Toddy or openly repudiate Mitchell I 

An unholy fellowship between a labor leader, and a capitalistic 
presiilont who not only serves tho wealth interests, but surrounds him¬ 
self with the most politically corrupt men this nation has produced, is 
cirtainly a sad specucle, but the Journal shonid have a thought for the 
proprieties of the thing and not seek to complicate matters. Indeed, it 
ought to go farther and fsf. to see the terrible labor atrngglc in Colorado, 
at all. Roosevelt does not see it, and doesn’t Mitchell fawn about'the’ 
Roosevelt throne! Isn’t that reason enough for keeping his paper from 
insulting his great friend I 

All of which naturally follows when a great labor leader takes the 
untenable position that the interests of the fleecers and the fleeced arc 
identical. 

The New York Worker statca a ptsat truth when it savs, “The using 
of revolutionary plrases does not by itself make a man a' revolutionary 
Socialist.” Phrase-mongering sdthin the Socialist movement constitutes 
a danger that may some day load ns into pitfalls and humiliations. If 
the mouthing of revolutionary phrases constitutes our basis for accepting 
unquestioned a prospective party worker and a prospective parfv candi¬ 
date, do wc not ourselves construct the situation which a political ras¬ 
cal who wi.shes to make ^mc of us can sieze upon to enter our midat_ 

and our confidence? It ia easier to learn phrases than to learn the full 
philosophy and meaning of Social-Democracy. A rascal who wishes to 
force himself into our movement because it now promises political vic¬ 
tories has .)nly to memorize a few phrases, hok wise and say little out¬ 
side of tho.se phrases, if he wishes to take the unwary genera, membef- 
ship off their guard. For our part, wc arc nsuallv suspicious of the So¬ 
cialist who is filled with phrases. Time generally proves him to have 
hidden his true ignorance back of tho phra.scs, and he may even be a 
rascal.
